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COMMISSIONERS'  REPORT. 


To  the  citizens  of  Cheshire  county  this  report  is  submitted. 

After  numerous  unavoidable  delays  a  coal  dump  has  been 
nearly  completed  and  the  hospital  foundation  and  first  floor 
erected.    These  will  be  finished  early  in  this  coming  season. 

"We  call  the  attention  of  the  citizens  to  the  report  of  the 
State  Board  of  Charities  and  Corrections  in  which  the  board 
objects  to  the  quarters  for  the  house  of  correction  inmates  and 
state  that  other  provisions  should  be  made  at  once.  We  think 
more  boiler  capacity  should  be  supplied;  if  our  only  good  boiler 
should  by  any  chance  fail  we  should  be  unable  to  heat  the  build- 
ings in  zero  weather  with  the  old  boiler. 

"We  believe  each  year  should  see  some  permanent  improve- 
ments. The  additions  to  be  made  with  a  definite  plan  in  view, 
taking  into  consideration  the  future  growth  of  the  home,  and 
then  avoiding  unnecessary  changes,  and  destruction  of  pre- 
vious work.
